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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The Examiner has considered the information disclosure statement (IDS) 
submitted on 2/21/06. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 1 , 2 and 3 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 1 , 
line 10, claim 2, line 2 and claim 3, line 3 "(bus) interface" should be stated as -- 
interface bus-- of just -interface--. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-4 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Brunketal. (5,272,614). 

Brunk et al. discloses a microprocessor-controlled DC-DC converter in Figs. 1 
and 4. A voltage converter (1 ,T1 , TR2) for converting a primary/secondary voltage into 
a secondary/primary voltage (Ue/Uv), at least one controlled switch (13,T1), control 
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circuit (7) according to its supplied set points (Df), the at least one controlled switch (T1) 
with a variable pulse duty factor and/or variable control times and/or variable frequency, 
a digital signal processor (12) for calculation of the set points for the control circuit (7), a 
voltage converter comprises an interface (S), via which operating parameters (Ua, Ui) 
can be transmitted to the digital signal processor and the preset from an external control 
center (source of U re f), memory (9), coarse quantizer (5) and digital filter (4). 

6. Claims 1-4 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Goodarzi et al. (6,538,909). 

Goodarzi et al. disclose a universal high efficiency power converter in Figs. 1 and 2. 
A voltage converter (10/100) for converting a primary/secondary voltage into a 
secondary/primary voltage (1 10/220), at least one controlled switch (142,144,152,154), 
control circuit (34) according to its supplied set points (128,132), the at least one 
controlled switch (142,144,152,154), with a variable pulse duty factor and/or variable 
control times and/or variable frequency, a digital signal processor (136) for calculation of 
the set points for the control circuit (7), a voltage converter comprises an interface 
(196,200), via which operating parameters (182) can be transmitted to the digital signal 
processor and the preset from an external control center (source of 1 34) and memory 
(136). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 5, 6 and 8-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
